ISCIPLINE is the firſt object in all Military 
affairs. Unleſs it be eſtabliſhed with great 


prudence, and ſupported with unſhaken reſolution, 


ſoldiers are no better than rabble, and are more 
dangerous to the ſtate that maintains them, than its 
_ declared enemies, 


Zuber and obedience to ſuperiors is no des 
baſement. Thoſe armies have alwavs performed moſt 
which have been ſubjected to the ſtricteſt diſcipline. 


Orders ſhould not be unneceſſarily multiplied ; 
they ſhould be ſhort and diſtinct ; as few verbal as 
pollible. They are to be executed with exactneſs, 
and offences againſt them to be punithed, without 
reſpect either of rank or extraction. "There ſhould 
be no partiality. Strictneſs ſhould not be accompa- 
nied with harſhneſs. By enforcing authority with 
judgment, and ſetting proper example, officers may 
render themſelves both beloved and feared. They 


ould take all proper opportunities of behaving 
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kindly to the men, but by no means to uſe too 
much familiarity. 
- 

It is ſtrongly recommended to the officers to keep 
the ſerjcants and corporals alert, to inſti] into then. 
a proper ſenſe of their duty, for on them, in a great 
meaſure, (eſpecially in a new corps) the ſervice de- 
pends : by looking ſtrictly after them, to prevent the 
abuſe of their authority; and to ſupport them on 
all occaſions where their authority has been pro- 


perly exerted. No neglect or bad conduct of the 


non-commiſſioned officers ſhould ever be paſſed over. 
Al officers commanding troops are reſponſible for 
the goodneſs of their inferior officers. The officers 
alone are anſwerable to the commanding officer, for 
the appearance of the troops to which they unt. J 
If proper attention is given, the men will of court 
do well, and it is not "doubted but double attention 
will be paid by every officer to the new corps. 
Though non-commiſſioned efficers are frequently 
entruſted to put orders. into execution, yet they 
thould be carefully watched, to fee that they are 
alert and proper in the execution, and may be de- 
pended on 1n affairs of greater conſequencc. 


It is every officer's duty to inforce and ſee orde: 
punctually obeyed ; any diſobedience of them comes 
immediately under the cognizance of any officer, 
ſerjeant, or corporal ; and he who neglects to repri- 
mand or contine, and report the offenders, though 
he does not belong to the ſame troop, or even reg1- 
ment, neglects a moſt material part of his duty. 
Officers thould be extremely punctual at parades. 
Nothing is more neceſſary for a ſoldier than punc- 


tuality, and nothing more laudable in an officer. 


than good example ; it has the greateſt effect on the 


men under his command. Unleſs there is the moſt 
minute 
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minute attention on the firſt forming a regiment, 
the men will fall into a fſlovenly method of doing 
their buſineſs, and it will be extremely difficult to 
correct any ill habits in which they have been fut- 


fered to proceed. 


Officers ſhould at all times attend to the exactneſs 
of guards, ſentries, and the appearance of the men 
off duty; ſhoald correct immediately any impro— 
priety or irregularity they obſerve, and likewiſe men- 
tion to the officers commanding troops ſuch men as 
are in any reſpect deficient. Nothing will contribute 
more to the good order and appearance of the regi- 
ment, than a conſtant attention to this rule. 


It is recommended to endeavour to pique the men 
in honour to behave well, and to make them ſenfible 
of their faults, without proceeding to extremities. 


There is no part of an officer's duty that contr 
butes more to the good of the ſervice, than the care 
of the horſes. Officers ſhould acquire a knowledge 
of the diſcaſes to which horſes are ſubject, and the 
medicines proper to be applied. This 1s very eſſen— 
tial. Without the greateſt attention, horſes ſoon 
become unfit for ſervice. When a troop has many 
ick horſes, it muſt be owing. to the negligence of 
ror officers. They ſhould conſtantly inſpect the 

ſtables, and ſee that the ſerjeants and corporals are 
ready to anſwer for any neglect, as they are anſwe 
able to the commanding officer. It is not 1 
merely to go round the ſtables; ; they ſhould ſee that 
they are perfectiy 3 the racks not crammed, 


the hay lightiy ſhook i ; by feeling a horſe's legs, 
and under his belly, viding the mane, and running 


the fingers againſt the lying of the coat, which 
will raiſe a ſcurf if it is not ſufficiently curried 
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and bruſhed; it will appear whether he has been 
properly dreſfed. Affection to the horſes ſhould be 
ſtrongly and conſtantly inculcated, and to maintain 
it, as few changes ought to be made as poſhible, 
which are eaſily avoided by well ſizing men to their 
horſes at firſt; they ſhould not be taken away from 
the men again on account of growing a little. 
When the men contract a regard for their horſes, 


; O 
the attendance on them will become a pleaſure ; and 


being well taken care of, they will thereby . ren 


dered capable of more ſervice. 


The horſes ſhould be exerciſed or ridden out every 
day; (on Sundays in the evening, after divine ſer- 
vice). Nothing ſo bencfcial as moderate daily ex- 
ereiſe; it keeps horſes in wind, prevents them from 
is ſtiff in their joints, as well as too full of 
Heth: it is not ſo neceſſary that they be fat, as to be 
found and in condition to endure fatigue. 


A regiment of Light Dragoons, on ſounding to 
arms, ſhould aſſemble and form at the alarm- -pokt ; IN 
twenty minutes at moſt. It ſhould be always ready 
for march on leſs than two hours notice, and to be 
able to travel, on emergency, at leaſt fifty miles in 
one day. Every method ſhould be uſed to render 
the men adroit and expeditious in all things. No 
more time ought to be given between ſounding boots 
and faddles and to horfe e, than juſt ſufficlent to get 


ready. 
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OFFICERS

On every occaſion of turning out, officers are to 
be firſt mounted, and on the troop-parade. 


es to be attended by the officers. 


When any officer or quarter-maſter is taken ill, 
he muſt inform the adjutant. 


Officers, when in the quarters of the regiment, 
are to appear at all times in compleat regimentals. 


Officers always to have a flze⸗ roll, and a liſt of the 


men and horſes, and alſo a liſt of quarters in their 
pockets. 


An officer to viſit the men's quarters twice a week, 
vg. on Mondays when the neceſſaries are inſpected, 
and on I Hu das. The ſtate of the quarters to be 
mentioncd 1 in £riday's report. 


Officers will inipect the ſtables at leaſt once a day. 


Every officer to make himſelf maſter of the exerciſe. 
of the regim ent, as it is his duty to inſpect his troop. 


in it, and as he will be occz ſionally ordered to exer- 
ciſe the regiment, or ſome part of it, 


Every officer newly appointed, upon joining the 
regiment, will remain in quarters til] he is perfect in 
riding and all regimental duty, 


When 
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When any confiderable part of the regiment is 
quartered tovetier, here will be an officer of the 
day, who will always 
ſaſh and boots, viſit the hofpital, attend and inſpect 
all parazles, drills, and guard-mountings ; frequently, 
both night and day, vitt and turn out the guard, 
and ſee that the men are alert and do their buſinets 
in a ſoldier-like manner. When relieved, he will 
make the report of the guard to the commanding 
officer, and will alſo report any extraordinary oc- 
currence. | 
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No officer of the day, or for anv duty, is to 
change his turn, or any part of it, without leave 
from the eommanding officer. 


The quarter-maſters arc to make their reports of 
the horſes every morning in due time, to the com- 


manding officer of his troop. 


The commanding officers are to. receive their 
morning reports early, that they may be perfectly 
acquainted with the ſtate of their troops before 


parades of any kind. 


The commanding officers of troops are to deliver 
their morning reports to the commanding officer on 
the parade. 


The field returns to be delivered in the ſame man- 
ner in the field, that officers may be ready to account 
for the ſtate of their troops. 


When the regiment is divided, a monthly return 
of each troop to be ſent off, ſo as to be at head- 
quarters on the twenty- eighth.

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Whenever troops change quarters, a report is 


always to be made to the commanding officer ot the 


regiment. 


Officers or quarter-maſters are not to part with 
their regimental horſes which have been approved, 
without leave from the colonel; nor to hunt, or in 
any manner render them unfit for the ſervice of the 
regiment. The difficulty of procuring a proper re- 
gimental horſe is very great, and the impropriety of 
an officer's diſmounting himſelf is ſo obvious, that 
it is unneceſſary to enlarge upon it. 


No officer or quarter-maſter to ride a troop horſe 
on any occaſion. whatever, except on a march or 
held day, and then only when his own horle is fick 
or lame, and with the approbation of the officer 
commanding. 


Every officer on firſt joining the regiment, is to 
attend the riding-{chool as long as the commanding 
officer thinks neceſlary, 


Every officer is to have one horſe at leaſt wats 


in the regimental riding-{chool. 


The quarter -maſters and their horſes are alſo to be 
formed in the riding-ſchool, 


Every officer whis learns to ride will pay three 
guincas to the riding-maſter, and half a guinea to 
the rough riders, and allo one guinea to the ſerjeant 
major, who will teach him the "carbine exercite. 


Every officer to pay one guinea to the riding 
maſter for cach horte he may have trained by hi m, 
3nd half a guimea to the rough riders, 
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'T he riding-maſter will acquaint the commanding 
officer before each review, with the number of ſuch 
officers and horſes, that the money may be collected 
and divided cqually among the rough riders. 


Whenever the ſervice will admit, full latitude wil! 
be given to the King's indulgence relative to the 
abſence of officers, but it is always to be ſo regulated 
that no troop be without an officer, excluſive of the 
field officers and adjutant ; and on no occaſion, more 
than half the officers of each rank to be ablent. 


All officers having leave of abſence, to inform 
the colonel, and the field officer commanding in 
quarters, where a letter will find them, in cafe it 
ſhould be necetlary to write to them before the ex- 
piration of ſuch leave. And any officer abſent wir. 
leave out of Great Britain, to leave his addreſs allo 
with the agent. 


Non-commiſſioned OFFICER S. 


ON-commiſtioned officers are to attend {ſtrictly 

to every circumſtance of conduct and beha- 

v our of the private men, and to make it their buſi- 
neſs to find out every thing irregular. They are to 
ſec that the arms, accoutrements, and aries. are 
3 rly taken care of; that the men are cleanly and 
perfectly exact in every duty of the regiment. They 


mult infſiſt on a molt ſtrict compliance with their 


orders; and as their authority ſhould be ſupported, 


mult uſe it with diſcretion, not to gratify any per- 


jonal reſentinent; on the contrary, they mutt be- 
have Kindly to the men, fill ayoiding too much.

Any non- commiſſioned officer who connives at 
or overlooks any irregular and unfoldier-like beha- 


. viour of any kind, or who does not himſelf ſet a 
good example, will certainly be reduced. 


Non-commiſſioned officers running in debt, will 
be reduced as unfit to preſerve authority, or Keep up 
good order amongſt the men, 


Every non-commiſſioned officer is to keep up that 
degree of reſpect and command, which is due to him 
from the men. Whoever. is deficient in that parti- 
cular, deſerves to be reduced, as wanting that pro- 
priety of conduct and behaviour which will always 
procure reſpect. | | 


No non-commiſſioned officer ſhould ever, on any 
account, ſuffer himſelf to be treated by the private 
men. Et! her from a notion of gratitude, the non- 
commiſſioned officer will think himſelf bouiid to be 
partial to the men who treat and drink with him, 
or the men will flatter themſelves that they are en- 
titled to ſome indulgence. Whenever this rule is 
not obſerved, the ſerjeant or corporal will be imme- 
— e e to the ranks. 


A non- -commiſtoned officer of every troop to in- 
ſpect the men's quarters every night after the watch 
is {et ; and if any thing extraordinary has happened, 
a report to be made immediately to an officer of the 
troop, Who will report to the officer commanding. 
The quarters mutt alſo be occaſionally examined at 
uncertain hours, when there is reaſon to ſuſpect that 
men go out after the inſpection, or are drunken or 
regular in their quarters; ſuch men to be reported 
and confined. Every Dragoon ought to be in bed 
before ten o'clock. When? any man is known to be

T he orderly non-commuſſioned officer of each troop 
to give in a return of the ſick to the {ſurgeon every

{quad to fee that the medicines ordered are taken.

Every Dragoon to put on a clean ſhirt on Sundays 
and Thur ſdays ; to wear his jacket and foraging cap 
at all times, except Sundays, unleſs particularly 
ordered to the Contrary. 


A man 1s never to eſcape diſgrace or puniſhment, 
whoſe arms are dirty and out of order, or who 
preſumes to poliſh them by any other than the regi- 
mental method, 


The men's rooms always to be 3 tree every 
thing to remain conſtantly hung up ; beds to be 
{ſmoothed as ſoon as the men get up; bee and bed- 
ding to be well cleaned on coming to a new quarter. 


Any Dragoon who runs in debt for liquor, or ob- 
tains ſiquore or any other thing, under the pretence 
of afterwards paying for it, will be puniſhed by a 
court-martial for ſuch fraudulent behaviour. The 
money ſhould be ſtopped out of his pay, and applied 
to the uſe of the ſick men of the troop. —The no n- 
commiſhoned officers will therefore attend to this, 
and ought to know at all times, where and how 
every man is employed, that no improper practice 
may ever gain ground. | 


When a Dragoon with his arms 3 an officer 


in the ſtrect, he is to advance or carry his carbine, 
and 
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and to carry himſelf upright, looking full at the 


officer in a ſoldier-like manner. When without 


arms, he is to carry himſelf well, and bring up the 
hand oppoſite the officer to the peak of his cap or 
helmet, with a briſk motion, at the ſame time raiſing 


his elbow, and looking at the officer. In paſſing an 


officer, he will not front or halt, unleſs ſpoken to.

O recruits to be taken above 26 years of age, 

or that is not very well made, nor under 5 fect 
6 inches high, unleſs very fine growing lads, and 
thoſe not under 5 feet 4 inches high, nor above 5 
feet 8 inches high, unleſs very light made, and thoſe 
not exceeding 5 feet q inches: none to be taken that 
are very flight and weakly. 


A bounty of Sl. will be allowed for each recruit, 
out of which he 1s to be provided with the following 
articles, viz. Three ſhirts, if he wants them, 3 pair 
of worited ſtockings, and 3 pair of thread, of the re- 
gimental pattern, 2 pair of ſhoes, 1 pair of buckſkin 
breeches,and linen trov ers, ol the regimental pattern. 


Every recruit, when he joins the regiment, muſt 
be equipped thoroughly with every article of neceſ- 
ſaries, that there 0 WAY be no pretence for his appear- 
ing more ſlovenly than other men; he mult alto be 
inſtructed by the non- domi officer of his 
ſquad, in the care and method of cleaning his arms 
and accoutrements. 


Whatever cloaths a recruit brings to the regiment

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mental. No ſaldier to be permitted to have any

FURLOUGHS 


O man is to have a furlough (except for a very 
ſhort time and {mall diſtance, and upon the 

molt urgent occaſion) who is not perfect in his exer- 
ciſe, both on horſeback and on foot, who has bee 
confined within the ſpace of fix months, who has 
not ſuch an attachment to the corps, that Ts may be 
depended upon not to liſten to thoſe who may per- 
ſuade him to ſolicit his diſcharge. 


There is to be inerten at the bottom of every fur- 
lough, a requeſt to all officers in the King's ſervice, 
and others who may happen to read the ſame, to 
write to the regiment in caſe the bearer appears un- 
ſoldier-like in his dreſs and manner, or behaves 
improperly. 


Nothing but ſickneſs or the moſt un gent neceſſity 
can excuſe a ſoldier's not returning to his time, and 
this muſt appear by a certificate of a ſurgeon or ſome 
Other cred! table perſon. 


The renewal of a furlouch from any perſon what- 
ever, will not exemvt a | ſoldier from the puniſhment 
his abſence deferves, unleſs the cauſe of ſuch renewal 
appears {atisfactory to the commanding officer,

Any man found guilty by a court- martial

If theſe conſiderations have no effect, officers are 
to enquire into the character of each woman pro-

No man who preſumes to marry without leave of 
the commanding officer, is to be allowed ſeparate 
lodgings, or to be out of quarters, or have any in- 

dulgence a good ſoldier may merit, but always to be 
kept to his billet and melts, 


If any married man who may be allowed lodgings, 
is found in any inſtance irregular, he mult be! imme⸗ 
diately recalled to his quarters. 


Married men's conduct to be examined particu- 
larly, that they may be prevented from running 
into de Dt. 


When a Dragoon's wife, from idleneſs or other- 
wiſe, cannot ſufficiently contribute to her own 

maintenance, and is found to encroach on the man's 
ſubf iſtence, ſo that he cannot live in a proper man- 
ner, he muſt be obliged to meſs, as the care of the 


man ſhould be the ful object of attention.

After the horſe is well ruft e 
take off his collar, turn him round, wiſp and bruth 
his head and neck well, clean his mane lock by lock 
with the bruſh ; put on his collar, and clean his tail 
zu the ſame manner; rub him down ſmooth with 
a horſe-cioth or a hair cloth, from head to croup, 
with the grain of the hair; comb mane and tail. 
Litter him down, if ordered. Rub his legs, knceling 
with both Knees on the ground, beginning with the 
near hind leg, for eight or ten minutes. Feed him, 
and ſtand by him while feeding. The above to be 
obſerved at all times when the horſe is drefled. 
The more hand- dreſſing of the legs the better. 


Care ſhould be taken that the horſes have 
not too much water at a time; commonly two gal- 
lons ſhould be given in a morning, and one at 
night; but in cold weather, only two quarts in a 
morning before feeding, and a gallon before riding 


Out. 


When the horſes can be watered in the courſe of 
their exerciſe, it is better than in the houſc. 


The litter muſt be put down at eleven o'clock, if 
the horſes do not go out, the ſtables ſwept, and 


freſh hay given. 


When the horſes go out in watering order, litter 
to be put up; they are to be well rubbed down with 
a cloth betore turning out, head well bruthed, and 
mane and tail combed ; horſe-cloth properly 'dou- 

ied, and not to lye on the horſe's withers. 
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After coming in they are to be well rubbed dow: 
hay given them, litter put down, legs rubbed, Bu 


then Ted. 


All horſes in the ſame ſtahle to he watcred, dreſſed 
and fed at the ſame time, a non-commiſſioned 
officer always being preſent. In a ſtable without 
ſtalls, or at a Piguet, each man to ſtand at his 
horſe's ncar-ſide while feeding. 


No man is evePto leave his fable till diſmiſſed by 


a non-commiſſioned officer, after the inſpection of 


the officers and quarter-maſter. 


No n except officers and ſoldiecs, to be ad- 
mitted into the ſtables of the regiment, where 1 
can poſſi bly be preventcd. 


When any horſe is lame, has a fore back, coughs, 
cer refuſes his feed, the non-commiſſioned officer will 
immediately report him to the quarter-maſter, who 
will report to the officcrs of the troop. 


The litter to be in general up in warm weather, 
and only down after 1 and at night. 


The leſs a horſe ſtands upon his litter, the better 
in general for his feet. 


The horſe cloths to be kept as clean as poſſible, 
and therefore waſhed and {cowered when necclſiary. 


At the ſtable hours in the evening the fables to be 
22ain.{wept out, horſes watered, and hay g given them; 
then dreſſed, littered up, legs rubbed, and fed. 
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Aſter a field-day or a march, when a Dragoon is 
arrived at his ſtable, he will tirſt unbridle, tre up the 
horſe by the collar-rein to the rack, that he may not 
liedown ; take off cloaths, arms, cloaks, and horie 
furniture, and lay them together in the ſtable ; let 
out the furſingle two holes, turn Up | the ſtirrups, 
crupper, and breaſt- - plate on the ſaddle, after wiping 
them and the bridle well ; put up litter, take off col- 
lar, and turn the horſe about, rub his head and ears 
with dry witps ; put on the collar, and then with a 
wiſp of ſtraw in each hand rub down the horſe tho- 
roughly body and legs, and under his beily ; then 
pick his feet, and gise him ſome hay; take up arms, 


cloaths, &c, to the quarters, hang them up; pull off 


boots, return to the ſtables, and as ſoon as the horſc 

3 dry and cool, take oft the faddle, and rub his back 
with wiſps of ſtraw ; dreſs him perfectly clean, giv 
him hay, litter him down, rub his legs well, Fay 
and then hang up his ſaddle. 


When the regiment is ſo cantoned as to admit of 
it, 2 number of "able men to mount every day, 
furniſh one centry on the hories of each troop Fn 
at piquet, and one upon cach {cable when a number 
together; their names are to be ſtuck upon the ſtable 
doors. Their principal | buiineis will be to keep the 
ſtable clean, to receive forage, to give hay, to pre 

vent the horſes from kicking each other, and to gin 
the carlicſt notice in caſe of fire, or any other ac- 
cident.

Great attention to be given that no waſte is made 
of the forage. 


T ſtables to be kept cool and free from any bad 
ſmell, as nothing more contributes to the health of. 
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a horſe. When there are not proper air-holes, they 


muſt be made if poſſible. 


The quarter-maſters are to be very exact in the 
delivery of forage, and their attendance at all ſtable 
hours, unleſs employed on other regimental duties : 
and they will very much recommend themſelv es, by 


inforcing an implicit obedience to all orders reſpect- 


ing the care of the horſes. They are anſwerable 
that all recruits are drilled methodically to the uſe of 
the curry- comb and bruſh. 


When the horſes turn out in watering order, the 


quarter-maſter will be always preſent, and if they go 8 


out of quarters, will be mounted and attend to the 
order and riding of the men; it is their buſineſs at 
thoſe parades 80 excite a proper ſpirit among them, 
to reform the flouching habit which men fall into 
when without their ſaddles, and to convince them, 
that an upright ſeat, and a ſoldier-like air, at all 
times tend to their credit and improvement. Quar- 
ter-maſters will be blamed if the men are ſeen with- 


out proper witches, properly carried, or with dirty 


horſe- cloaths. 


An officer of each troop ſhould inſpect the horſes 


at the watering- parade. 


The troops muſt be aired every day, if the weather 


will permit, and ride out in ſaddles and great bits 


once a week, if no field-day. 


No man muſt preſume at any time to put his 
horſe out of a walk without orders. 


The horſes tails to be cut the firſt of every month. 
The legs on no account ever to be touched with

ſciſſars; hand- dreſſing will always clear away the 
ſuperfluous hairs. The edges of the horſes ears may 
occaſionally be clipped, but never the inſide. The 
long hairs under the jaws may be tinged. 


The quarter - maſter to take an account of the 
quantity of ſtabling and number of inns 1n every 
town upon à march, or wherever the troops happen 
to be quartered. The adjutant will take care to 
collect them, and enter them at proper times in the 
regimental book.

HE horſes feed is always to be meaſured to the 

men in the ſtandard meaſure of the regiment ; 
the meaſure to be inſpected weekly by a commiſſioned 
oihcer, 


The men are to be marched regularly to the ſtore 
Dy the ſquad officers ; when a ſquad officer is abſent 
on any other duty, the troop officers will take care 
that a lance officer is appointed to the ſquad. 1 he 
ſquad officer is to ſee that each man receives in his 


corn-bag, ſeparately, one day's feed. 


The roll of the troop, as divided into ſquads, is 


always to be poſted up in the Ron and called over at 


delivery by the quarter-maſter or other officer cliarged 
with the delivery , who is to be anſwerable no horſe'. 
teed is omitted, 


The feed is not to be left in the ſtahle, but taken 
care of in the men's rooms. Any man detected in 
embezzling, waſting, or loling his horſe's feed, or 
itealng his comrades. Will be feverel y punifhed. 
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The key of the troop-ſtore is never to be out of 
the poſſeſſion of the quarter- -maſter or clerk of the 
troop, unleſs by order of an officer of the troop. 


The quarter-maſter to be anſwerable that troop 


horſes never eat above 24|b. of hay in twenty- 


four hours, and when the regulation of oats is 
at a peck, they are not to eat more than 16lb. un 
that time.

New hay not to be given when it can poffibly be 
avoided. Hay that is duſty or mouldy ſhould be 
ſprinkled with water, and well Mook up with a fork, 
before it be given to the horſes. 


A good deal of cut ſuaw or chaff ſhould he mixed 
with the corn.

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Inſpection and Care of APPOINTMENTS, 


2 S the inſpection of arms, neceſſaries, andap- 


pointments. is extremely eſſential, it is there- 


fore to be carefully made by an officer of each 


troop every Monday; and when a march or any other 
circumſtance intervenes, as ſoon as poſhble after. 
Upon marches and after field-days, the inſpection 
of arms and accoutrements to be made before the 
men are diſmiſſed to their quarters. 


At the inſpection of neceſſaries, &c. the officers 


will {ec 2 article of cloathing, old and new, as 


well as neceſſaries and accoutrements. The in{pec- 
tion-rolls will therefore be made out with a column 
for each article. 


No articles of the cloathing or accoutrements, 
though ever ſo old and worn out, to be thrown afide 


and diſpoſed of, without a regimental order, or 


particular leave from the commanding officer of the 


regiment. The ſame is to be obſerved of the old 


neceſſaries, without leave from the commanding 
officer of the troop. Any breach or cvaſion of this 
very material order will be puniſhed with the utmo!! 
rigour. | 


Every thing loſt, and not immediately reported to 
the proper officer, will be deemed ſold or deſtroyed, 
and the Dragoon, beſides receiving corporal puniſh- 
ment, according to the nature of his offence, WII 
be put under ſtoppages from his ſubſiſtence.

Care ſhould be taken that proper 
uantities of food, and of a proper kind, is bought, 
at eaſt five pounds of meat for each man per w cek. 
Ihe non-commiſſioned ©CHcers to be aniwerable, 
and nothing but e impoſſibility to plead an 
excuſe, 


Pefides the weekly inſpection, it is the duty of 
every officer of a troop to viſit the men's quarters 
frequency, to fee thut the rooms are kept clean, the 
arms hung up properly, the cloaks folded and put 
under the iitads of the beds, the furniture and 
cloaths under the bedding, if no better method 
offers, and every thing dilpoſed of in a ſoldier-like 
Manner. :l he non-commiſioned officers are 1i9 
attend conſtantly to this, as well as to the care and 
preſervation of every article belonging to a Dragoon. 
The cioak, cloathing, and furniture always to be 
well ſwitched before put up. 


After a field: day, march, or any other occaſion of 
turning out, the arms, boots, accoutrements, arid 
every article of a Dras oon's equipment, are to be 
immediately cleaned and hung up, not in the ſtable, 
but in his own room, ready. to turn out 1n proper 
order. 4 he non-commitſhoned officers will there- 
fore attend very ſtrictly to the inſpection of their 
ſquads, and report to the commanding officer ot 
the troop. No good ſoldier ſhould eat or ſleep, till 
his horſe and appointments are properly taken care 
of. Arms or accoutrements never to be hung up 
in any room that is not appropriated to the ale 
of the Dragoon. |

Arms muſt always be clean, and in good firing 
order; the carbine well flinted, (except when or- 
dered otherwiſe for exerciſe) and a long feather up 
the touch-hole. There muſt not be any thing! in the 
bottom of the barrel; the muzzle muſt be ſtopped 
cloſe with a cork or piece of wood, to prevent duſt 
getting in. The ſword kept bright. 


The captains are to be anſwerable that their ſpare 
arms are kept in pertect order tor fervice, and ready 
to be produced on the ſhorteſt warning. 


Arms, and iron part of hol aovroutremenits; muſt 
not be cleaned with any thing gritty, but well po- 
lithed with a bit of buff leather, and never hung up 
till thoroughly wiped. When not uſed, if rubbed 
well with a dry rag once a day, it will prevent ruſt. 


Boots never to be waſhed, bat the dirt to be 
ſcraped off with a knife, (a ſponge may be uſed when 


neceſſary) bruſhed well when dry, and then blacked, 
but never the tops, as that dirties the ſaddle and 
breeches. | 


Boots to be frequently ſponged and tree'd, or hung 
vp with welglits in them. 


The ſaddles muſt be well ſtuffed, and kept in good 
repair, to prevent fore backs. Every Dragoon ſhould 
be taught to ſtuff his own ſaddle, and to fit it pro- 
perly to his horſe's back, (which will be found of 
the greateſt uſe on ſervice, or on a march) and to 
mend his accoutrements as far as an awl and needle 
will ferve. No man can be eſteemed a good Dra- 
gon till he can do this. 


No ſaddles to be repaired except by the adler of 
zug regiment, unlets on a march when he is not 
preſent, 
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preſent, and then tlie repair to be ordered by the 
officer commanding ; the order ſigned by him to be 
ſhewn to the paymaſter when the bill is given in. 


All articles repaired at the expence of the colonc!, 
to be ſent to head quarters to be repaired by the regi- 
mental workmen. The adjutant or pay maſter then 
to take an account of what is to be done. 


en part of a Dragoon's cat to be kept 
conſtantly in good repair. Whatever is wanted and 
ordered to be replaced at one inſpection, to be en- 
quired after the next. Cloaths always to be properly 
mended and repaired, as ſoon as the leaſt break ap- 
pears. A ſoldier's cloaths may be old, but they ouglit 
never to be ragged or in holes. Buttons wanted, 
ought immediately to be replaced; ſpots taken out 
as foon as they appear, and every circumſtance at- 
tended to that can make a ſoldier neat and clean, 
Nothing but the utmoſt careleſſneſs and neglect, 
can be the reaſon of one man's wearing and deſtroy - 
ing his things ſooner than another. 


The troops will always have in ſtore ſpare but- 
tons and cloth to mend coats and waiſtcoats, and 
other regimental articles which are always wanted, 
This is particularly recommended to the cominand— 
ing officers of troops, as it tends to make the ex- 
pence come as low as poſſible to the Dragoon. 


No old regimental cloaths or jackets to be ſold, 
or tuffered to be taken away from the regiment by 
Jiſcharged men, till the lace is ſtripped off. 


Breeches and all articles to be cleaned on Saturday. 
fry ſpots of greaſe are to be taken out with ſoap 
arp water before they are Whitened.

The ſignal of the ringer is to form, and there- 
forc every r ſquad ſhould be ready before the appointed 
time, waiting for the ſignal; but non-commilſtioned 
officers are to underſtand, that it is as much a want 
of punctuality to be too ſoon as too late in aſſembling 


their men. 


The officer will then form the troop into a rank 
intire, according to the fize-roll, (carbines ad- 
vanced.)

that the noſe-band 1s over the cheek of the bradoon 
tight, and ſquare with that of the collar, and by no 
means lying the one acroſs the other ; that rhe bit is 
of a proper length in the horſe's mouth, not bearing 
on his tuſhes ; that the curb is of a proper length, 
and lies ſmooth ; that all leathers are cleaned and 
properly blacked, and all ends of ſtraps tucked in;

hand ; that the breaſt-plate is of a proper length,

A diſtinction is to be made between a guard and 
piquet. A guard is a body that remains aſfembled 
while on. duty, A piquet after being paraded is diſ- 


miſſed, and remains in quarters accoutred, ready to 


turn out on the ſhorteſt notice. 

When a regiment is much divided, and there is no 
zuard- room, a piquet will mount to furniſh a ſentry 
to the ſtandards, or the commanding officer. 

All diſmounted guards and piquets to mount with 
bayonets. 


GUARDS and PRISONERS. 
UARDS ſhould always be alert and ready to 


turn out on the leaſt alarm, eſpecially in the 
night. 5 = 

Every officer or non-commiſſioned officer ſhould 
turn out his guard at leaſt twice in the courſe of 
twenty-four hours beſides the times of relieving. 

The guard will always be under arms and inſpected 
at the ſetting of the watch, and one hour before day 
break. | | Ee: © 
No man when on guard to pull off any part of his 

cloathing or accoutrements. | 

No man to lie down with his helmet on. Water- 

ing caps muſt be worn at night, and the helmets 


hung up. 


No man is to mount guard who is not perfect in 


his exerciſe, and properly equipped in every part of 
His dreſs and accoutrements. 


Never above two men of a guard to be abſent at a 


time. 
Sentries are in general to be relieved every two 


hours, except in cold weather, and then every hour ; 
an 


= 


and always placed or relieved by a non-commiſſioned 
officer or launce corporal with arms. Any corporal 
detected in allowing ſentries to relieve each other 
without his being preſent, will be puniſhed in the 
moſt exemplary manner. 

Ihe relief of ſentries to march the quick ſtep regu- 
larly and ſteady, arms ſloped : when paſſing an officer 
arms carried. 

Sentries are never to carry their arms otherwiſe 
then ſhouldered, ſupported, or floped. They are 
conſtantly to move about, znd never to converſe or 
loiter on their poſts; but to be very alert in obſerving 
when officers approach : when an officer approaches 
within forty or fifty yards, they are to ſtand firm on 
any part of their walk, and remain ſo till he has 
paſſed ten yards. 

All officers are deſired to take notice of the be- 
haviour of f2ntries, and report ſuch as are aukward, 
lounging, and careleſs. 

Sentries are to reſt when a field officer paſſes. 
The compliment due to every officer is to ſtand 
ſhouldered. 

All officers in regimentals, whether belonging to 
the regiment or not, are entitled to a compliment 
from each ſentry ; but no officer out of regimentals 
to be noticed. 

When ſentries are cloaked in rainy weather, they 


will pay no other compliment than remaining Ray 
z and ſecured. 

When allowed to be cloaked in cold dry weather, 
* they will reſt or carry their arms, according to the 
f rank of the officer. 

No fentries pay any compliment after the retreat, 
2 _ upon an officer's pang ſtand fteady on their 
0 Guards are at all times to confine ſoldiers inter- 
-. BW fcring and promoting fravs and ſquabbles, and to 
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turn out and give the alarm in caſe of fire in the 


night, and immediately report to the commanding 


officer. | 
Non-commiſſioned officers are anſwerable for all 


accidents that happen in the guard-room ; they will 
therefore take care to receive every thing in a proper 
ſtate. 5 i 

A priſoner is to be provided with an old watering- 
cap, and an old jacket or frock, to prevent his 
cloaths from being ſpoiled. Each troop will always 
have ſuch articles reſerved for that purpoſe. A pri- 
ſoner may alſo have an old cloak when neceſlary, 

Priſoners confined for theft, mutinous diſpoſition, 
inſolence, or extraordinary bad behaviour, always 
to be handcuffed. | 

Perſons confined never to be allowed any other 
ſupport than bread and water. Part of their ſubſiſ- 
tence is to go to the man who takes care of their 
horſes, and the reſt towards the expences of the 
hoſpital. 

The non-commiſhoned officers or Dragoons on 
guard, to take care no liquor is brought into the 
guard-room. That when a priſoner is confined in 


the hole, no one approaches him but in their pre- 


ſence, and that he gets nothing but the bread and 
water allowed him. Any perſon detected in the eva- 
tion of this, will be broke or ſeverely punithed. 
The ſerjeant-major 1s to fee that the guard-room 
is kept in good order, and cleaned, and the ſtraw 
thifted when neceſſary, that no omiſſion of that kind 
may affect the health of the priſoners : he muſt allo 
ſee that the place of confinement is ſo ſecured, that 
nothing can be introduced to the. priſoners but by 
permiſion. _ | |

H E quarter-maſters will ſtrictly attend to the 
packing up every thing lodged in the ſtore be- 
fore a march. Great care is neceſſary in this article. 
They will alſo ſee that the arms are properly 
placed in the arm = cheſt, and accoutrements and 
every kind of baggage wrapt uf in matting, or ſome 
other covering. Each troop is to be provided with 
what is neceſiary, and the quarter-maſters made an- 
ſwerable for the good condition of the baggage, 

Soldiers are not to have any unneceſſary baggage. 
It will be occaſionally examined on a march, and 
what is uſeleſs thrown away. Nothing ſuperfluous 
or improper ever to be carried on horſeback. 

The fick only are entitled to ride on the waggons, 
Any non-commiſſioned officer obliging a waggoner 
to carry women, or other perſons, againſt his will, 
or refuſing to order them down when defired, is 
liable to a penalty of five pounds by the articles of 
war. | | 
No woman on the baggage to wear a Dragoon's 
cloak; a non-commiſſtioned officer permitting it, will 
be reduced to the ranks. | | 

The baggage-guard always to march on foot. 
One man per troop, including a non-commiſhoned 
officer, will in general be ſufficient. They are to 
march with their arms, and along with their reſpee-

HERE 1s no part of the ſervice more material, 


than the good order and regularity of a march ; 


it requires an attention and knowledge (but that not 


difficult) both in officer and ſoldier; it is moſt eſſen- 
tial to the welfare of the horſes. One regiment will 
with eaſe perform a long march, when another, con- 
ducted in a careleſs, unſoldier-like manner, will ar- 
rive in their quarters ſtraggling, fatigued, and unfit 
for any ſervice. It ſoon ſhews a 1noſt ſtriking dif- 
ference between regiments, as to ſtrength and fitneſs 
for duty of all kinds. In the courſe of a long cam- 
paign, more regiments are ruined from inattention 
to this, than from any other circumſtance. It is one 
of the moſt certain marks of well diſciplined troops 
and intelligent officers. | 
When the regiment is to march, the officer will 
ſee that the baggage is properly put on. Firſt the 
ſaddle-bags, which ought not to be ſo much filled in 
the middle as at the ends, as they ſtrap the better for 
it. The curry-comb and bruth to be in the flap. 


The ſtable frock, trowſers, and corn-bag, to be 


ſolded in the horſe-cloth, and placed on the ſaddle- 
bags ; the whole to be well ſtrapped down, and to 
Tide even: the two ſide ſtraps at equal diſtance from 
the middle one, which is to be the firſt buckled. 
When Dragoons mounted turn out, they are to 


be conducted by the eldeſt man of each quarter to the ; 


{quad parade; and when the troops are diſmiſſed, 
they are to be conducted in the ſame manner to 


their ſeveral ſtables. |

The trumpets will always ſound boots and ſaddles 
a ſufficient time before aſſembling, therefore no man 


is to put on his boots till that ſignal is given. 


After being inſpected at their ſeveral parades, the 
troop will aſſemble at the general parade, and be 
there formed and told off. The ſtandard will be then 
ſent for, and received with the proper compliment. 

Led horſes will always march at a ſmall diſtance in 
front of the regiment, under the conduct of a non- 
commiſſioned officer. They will carry their ſaddles. 
They may ſet out, when neceffary, a ſhort time 
before the regiment, but never after it, except in 
caſe of a forced march. 

All officers to be preſent with their men, both at 
their march out of, and coming into quarters, they 
are therefore neither to ſtay behind, nor ride on 
before. | 

The advanced and rear guard are always to be 
ferm d, according to the ſtrength of the body march- 
mg. Ihe rear guard have the charge of priſoners. 
Both theſe guards carry their arms advanced on a long 


march, and recovered when the ſquadron draw 


ſwords, 

The regiment to march by diviſions or files, as the 
roads allow, with the officers equally divided, who 
will always remain in front, or on the flanks of their 
reſpective troops, to ſee that an equal pace is every 
where kept ; that the diſtance of files and ranks are 
objerved ; that every man is attentive to his horſe, 
and has him properly in hand; that no man ſleeps, 
or fits in a lounging, carcleſs manner, as nothing 
fooner fatigues or hurts a horſe's back. 

The ſtandard always to march in the center of the 
front rank of the third diviſion, and in the center 
of the ſquadron or diviſion when marching by tiles. 

A halt will always be made every four or live miles, 
When the Dragoons will have an opportunity to 

* diſmount, 
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diſmount, therefore on the march no man is on any 
pretence whatever to ſtop or quit his rank, without 
the moſt urgent neceſſity, and the leave of 'the com- 
manding officer of the troop; and there hardly can 
be an occafion for ſuch an unſoldier-like practice. 
The men's baggage to be obſerved ſoon after 
marching out, and ſuch as does not ride even, to be 
properly ſtrapped a at the firſt halt 
If the ſervice does not require particular diſpatch, 
the march is to be made upon a walk the firſt and 
laſt three miles. The regiment will moſtly trot the 
reſt of the way, whenever the road and other cir- 
cumſtances will allow it, but without hurrying, 
which the officer leading 3 troop or diviſion will 
attend to and regulate ; where this is obſerved, the 
regiment will move on at a more uniform and eaſy 
pace, both for man and horſe, the merch will be 
ſooner finiſhed, and the horſes leſs fatigued, and lels 
liable to be ſaddle galled than at a conſtant walk. 
When the regiment marches at a walk, the front 
will go at ſuch a pace as not to occaſion a trotting or 


make in the rear. 
All alterations on a march to be performed at the 


ſame inſtant by the whole of each diviſion ; and the 
ing officer of each troop or diviſion to give 


the word of command from the front ſtrongly. 

A regiment or trop ſhould take no more ground 
than is neceſſaly. The diviſions muſt always kecp 
cloſe, and in an open country march, with as large 
4 nt as poſſible, and in lanes with as ſmall a front, 
for the convenience of the troops and travellers. 
Where the troop is to rank off, the front muſt marci 
fait, and when it doubles up, flow. 

In dirty roads, greater diſtances than is uſual may 


be taken, to keep the cloaths and accoutrements, 


clean.

In paſſing through, or coming to the quarters of 
another regiment, an officer ſhould be ſent forward 
in time to acquaint the commanding officer. | 

Swords to be drawn, or carbines advanced, in 
paſſing through any conſiderable town, or coming 
into quarters, or into the quarters of any other 
regiment. eg 

When neceſſary to march in a ſingle file, the front 
will walk out, ſo as to make as little ſtop as poſſible 
at the place of filing off. Each man will file cloſe 
after his leader, and by 'degrees gain his marching 
diſtance. It depends on the front to prevent too 
great a ſtop, or too great a hurry in the rear; the 
Officer who leads will give therefore that attention to 
the rear of the firſt diviſion or troop. . The ſecond 
officer that leads a diviſion to his diviſion, and fo di- 
viſion after diviſion, If any little interval is to be 
gained, it muſt be done gradually by the whole divi- 
ſion at once, and by a word of command; not {by 
man after man hurrying up ſingly, as Dragoons are 
apt to do, without reflecting that ſuch conduct makes 
a ſucceſſion of falſe intervals and tends to throw the 
whole into confuſion. 

After filing through any defile, if ordered to form 
up to divifion, the front muſt halt at ſuch a diſtance 
from the mouth of the defile as to allow the rear to 
form clear of it, after which the whole are to move 
at the pace and intervals ordered ; the front moving 
ſo, that the rear may not be halted unneceſſarily after 
forming : this depends on the eye of the command-

Officers ot troops are to ſee all their horſes under 
cover before they diſmount, after which, when the 
men are returned to ſtable, they will go their rounds, 
examine the backs, the hay, &c. and report to the 
commanding officer. 

Officers of troops will be punctual in receiving 
their reports from the non-commiſſioned officers, 
appoint a troop parade, and alarm-poſt. 

The quarter-maſters with the farriers, will, when 
the horſes are dreſſing, inſpect the ſhoeing, report 
to the commanding officer of the troop, and ſee that 
it is compleated before the next day's march. 

When the regiment arrives in a fixed quarter, the 
men's credit to be cried down immediately ; arms, 
accoutrements, &c. to be cleaned and hung up pro- 
perly in the quarters, on nails or pegs, drove when 
wanted. 

A report of the quarters to be delivered to the 
commanding officer the day after the march, by the 
officers who have inſpected them. 


SURGEON and SICK. 


H E ſurgeon to give in a written ſtate of the 
fick every Monday and Thurſday, and report 


to the colonel all cafes that want further afhſtance 

than he can give, or that may receive e benefit by being 

ſent t to an hoſpital, 1

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To inſpect the regiment every fortnight, and 
give a report in writing. This inſpection to be ot 
every man in the regiment, whether it be aſſembled 
or ſeparated: . 

To appoint an early hour for the ſick men to attend 
him every day. Such as are unable to attend, will 
of courſe be viſited by him. 

To acquaint the commanding officers of troops 
when any ſick man is irregular. 

To examine all recruits as ſoon as they join the

When the regiment 1s divided in ſuch a manner 
that the ſurgeon cannot attend the whole, he will 
immediately on their arrival in quarters, agree with 
a proper perſon to take care of thoſe men he cannot 
attend, | 

When the ſurgeon goes from home, he muſt 
leave a direction where he may be found.

Serjeant when taken ill, muſt inform the ſur- 
geon and the commanding officer of the troop. 

A dragoon mult inform the non-commiſioned officer

Sick men are at all times to be as clean and well 


dreſſed as their ſituation will allow, as nothing can 


contribute more to their recovery. Thoſe that can 
poſſibly, to appear at the parades of the regiment. 
Such as are confined to the houſe, to be inſpected by 
the non-commiſſioned officers. Officers of troops 
will of courſe viſit the ſick every day, to ſee that 
proper care 1s taken. 
Ihe diet of the ſick is always to be regulated by 
the ſurgeon, and procured by the perſon who ſuper-

intends the e hoſpital; and no man is to receive his 


ſubfiſtence while he is unfit for duty. As ſome men 


are unwilling to be ſent to the hoſpital, the officers 
{houid carefully obſerve the looks of their men, and 


muſt ſend every one who appears to be not well, to 


the ſurgeon to be examined. 

Particular attention ſhuuld be paid to the meſſing 
of the fick. Good broths ſhould be made for them; 
and the officers are once more ſtrictly required to ſec 
that the ſoldiers in general keep a good meſs, and 
hoil the pet once a day; that regularity and good 
management prevail; and to prevent as much as 
poſſible the men from drinking ſpirituous or any 
ſtrong liquors, as nothing is more pre; zudicial to their 


health. 


CouRT-MARTITIALS and PUNISHMENTS. 


HE adjutant to keep a regiſter of all court- 

martials, the names of the perfons tried, the 
nature of their crimes, and their lemtences. "Each 
troop will alſo do the ſame. 

Court-martials are only to be called on extraordi- 
nary occaſions, and whipping uſed as ſeldom as pot- 
ſible ; but vicious and ungovernable men mult be 

made examples of, puniſhed with great ſeverity, and 
turned with infamy out of the regiment, as unwor- 
thy cf the honour of ſerving in it. 

No o piquetting, except by order of a court-mar- 
tial. For ſuch offences as do not require a court- 
martial, confinement, bread and water, or public 
rebuke. Any officer who obſerves a man dirty or 
flovenly, or any part of his dreſs ragged or torn, 


ſhould reprimand and order him to ſhew himſe!t 


perfectly clean, and every article properly put on and 
mended, at fſuch hours as he may think proper to 
a} point,

appoint. If the order is not obeyed, he ſhould then 
confine the man. 

Drills are to be uſed to correct lazineſs, malinger- 
ing and flovenly habits, as well as to form recruits 
and aukward men. 


ACCOUNTS and CLERKS, &c. 
EL ſums on troop accounts are to be received 
from the paymaſter or his deputy, as the agents 

will anſwer no draft, nor pay any money to any of - 

ficer of the regiment, but on account of his O.-˖ ⅛XZ 
ſubſiſtence or arrears. | | | 

A non-effective account, and the accounts ol 
marches and other contingencies to be delivered to 
the paymaſter, and ſettled with him every muiter, 
DE. on the twenty-tourth of February, April, Func, 
Auguſt, October, and December. All bills chargeable 
to Lord She:field, to be delivered to the paymaſter at 
the ſame time. | | 

The ſubſiſtence is to be paid to the men who meſs 
themſelves, twice a week, according to the conve- 
nience of the markets. Ihe days to be fixed by the 
field officer commanding, that all the troops of the 
ſame quarter may be paid on the ſame days. The 
horſe quarters to be cleared once a month at leaft. 

In caſe of a march, the quarters of each troop to 
be fully cleared the day before; the ſame to be ob- 
{ſerved on a march. 

When men are dieted by the landlord, the ſub- 
ſiſtence is to be paid once a week to the landlord, and 
not to the Dragoon. 

The men are to be accounted with for their ar- 
rears of each muſter, and cleared up to the twenty- 
itth,on the twenty-eighth of the months of February, 
April, une, Augu/t, October, and December. No 
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man to receive any balance till he has paid his debts,

the firſt clearance month after the horſes come from 
_ graſs, provided the whole ſum is in the hands ot 
the captains, otherwiſe the firſt clearance month atter

A commiſſioned officer is to be preſent at all the 

above clearances, to ſee ſtrict juſtice done to the 
men ; and a report is to be made on the back of Lord 
Sheffc!d's monthly return of the clearance months, 
whether all the men have ſigned and approved their 
accounts, or the ſubjects upon which any of them 
have complained ſhould be ſpecified ; at the fame 
time, a roll of the neceſſaries of each troop, and the 
balance of the men's debts, to be made to Lord 
Sheffcld, or ſent to him if abſent. | 

I he gratuity to troop clerks is fixed at ten pounds 
per annum.

As the quarter-maſters are generally appointed by 
the captains to be clerks, it is not unuſual to allow 
them from the captain's ſtores corn for their own 
horſes; to this Lord Shefreld makes no objection, 
but infiſts that there ſhall be no perquiſite to the 
quarter-maſter or clerk from man or horſe. 

No clerk is to preſume to advance money or ne- 
ceſſaries to any non- commiſſioned officer or private 
man, without the order of his officer. 

If any Dragoon's wife brings in a debt of a longer 
ſtanding than a fortnight, the claim will not be al- 
lowed, but the money muſt be {ſtopped from the man, 
and applied to the ule of the ſick men of the troop. 

The clerks to account with every diſcharged man 
for his neceſſaries, and ſuch things as were bought 
with his pay. If he is diſcharged at his own deſire, 
he muſt leave every thing regimental for the benefit 
of his ſucceſſor. | | |

A general book of the cloathing, arms, and ac- 
coutrements. to be kept by the paymaſter, or in his 
abſence by the adjutant. | 

A book of the reccipts of all thoſe articles, toge- 
ther with entries of the times when, and the 1oldiers 


to whom they are diſtributed, to be kept by every 


troop. | 

The pay-rolls of men and horſes, and the troop 
books, containing the ages, ſizes, &c. of the men 
and horſes, are to be kept with the utmoſt preciſion, 
and according to the forms given. 

The accounts of each troop to be kept according 
to the forms delivered to the clerks, and the clerks 
are to account for the corn-money, and the whole 
ſum received for the troop. | 

The field officer commanding in quarters, is to 
make an inſpection of all the books and accounts 
above mentioned once in three months, or oftner it 
he ſhall judge neceſſarv. . | | 

Theſe ſeveral books and accounts above-men- 
tioned, are never to be taken from the troop quarters 
upon the abſence of the captain vr the clerk, or upon 
any other pretence whatever. | 
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HE allowing of Dragoons to aſſiſt officers as 

ſervants, is an indulgence crept into the ſervice 
of late years, and formerly unknown. It is not 
meant to deprive officers ot that aſſiſtance, though 
it 1s, even under the beſt regulations, detrimental ; 
but it is inſiſted upon, that men in that capacity at- 
tend all duties and parades, have the charge of no 
horſes but ſuch as are regimental, have their own 
horſes ſtand in the ſtable with the officers, and look 
after 
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after him themſelves ; that they are always in future 
choſen from the rear rank ; and that they are taken 
from the officer's {table the momen they are perceived 
to ride more like grooms than ſoldiers, or to be 
dirty and unſoldier-like. 


DETACHMENTS and ESCORT s with 
DES ER TERS 


W HEN any detachment or party is going from 


the regiment, a return of the men's neceifa- 
ries to he given to the commiſſioned or non-com- 
miſſioned officer commanding them. 


All efcorts with deſerters to march with their car- 


hines and bayonets ; the non-commiſſioned officer 
only to have a loaded carbine. 

Any man upon the ſmuggling duty who preſumes 
to carry any goods upon his horſe, will be ſevercly 
punithed, | ; 

Both hands of a deſerter are always to be hand- 
cuffed. If he is delivered without handcuffs to the 
regiment, a pair to be provided before he 1s for- 
warded, and charged in his account. Each troop 
thould have a ſpare pair of handcuffs. 

Within two days after their return, the non-com- 
miſſioned officers to ſettle all accounts of their 
parties. h

OTHING but abſolute impoſſibility to be 


taken as an excuſe from officer or ſoldier for 

want of punctuality in obedience to orders. 
When any orderly man is diſpatched with letters, 
orders, &c. the time of his ſetting out to be marked 
| 5 on 
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on the back of ſuch orders, that no improper delay 
may be made. 

No orderly man to be ſent mounted when it can 
be avoided. 

When officers find orders negligently entered in 
the ſerjeant's books, or unintelligible from bad 
writing, ſpelling, or ſtopping, they are to oblige 
the ſerjcants to write them over again. 

Orderly books are never to be larger than a ſize 


eaſily portable in a pocket. 


O1d orderly books are to be preſerved. 

The troops to be under arms on foot the twenty- 
fifth of every ſecond month, to hear the articles of 
war, aud ſuch part of theis orders as regard the 
Neil, 

Copies of all letters or orders from the war- office, 


commander in chief, or general commanding, to be 


ſent by the firſt poſt to Lord Sheffield, if abſent. 
The ſize, age, deſcription, &c. of every recruit 
and horſe when he joins the regiment, and of ever 
man and horie diſcl larged— the number of horſes in 
cach troop at orals—the rates of tceding, and prices 
of oats at each quarter the number of detach- 
ments, and where detached—the puniſhments, and 
names of perſons punithed, to be returned on the 
back of the weekly ſtate made out for Lord Sheffield. 
Every officer to have a copy of theſe orders, to 
which he will frequently reter. Young officers will 
apply to the commanding officer for any explanation 
wanted.

EXPLANATIONS. 


Squadron conſiſts of one or two troops, and 15 
A divided into two diviſions or half ranks ; into 
four diviſions or quarter ranks; into ſub-diviſions or 
halt-quarter ranks, and alſo occafionally into fours. 

Cloſe Order, is a diſtance between the ranks equal 
to one-erghth of the front of the ſquadron, neceſ- 
tary for a {ub-diviſion to wheel in. It is the proper 


diſtance of ranks in all quick movements of the 


{ſquadron or line, in all doublings or wheelings of 


ſquadrons or diviſions, and in the {quadron diviſion 


filings. 

Geer , 1s equal to one-fourth of the front of the 
ſquadron ; it is neceflary for a quarter rank to wheel 
in, and is the diſtance of ranks in diſmounting. 

Open Order, is equal to half the front of the 
ſquadron; is only uſed when a general officer paſſes 
through the ranks, when a ſquadron marches paſt in 
parade, and in the evolutions. 

Clofe to the Croupe, is the ranks 44005 to each other, 
to give more weight at the inſtant of the charge. 

Cloſe Files, is when cach man's boot- top touches, 


but without crouding or ſqueezing ; it is done when 


the files cloſe, to give more ſolidity in the charge. 
Half-opcr Files, is half the breadth of a horſe 
from man to man, and is the diſtance the regiment 
is formed at on all occaſions, when not ordered to 
the contrary, 
Open Files, is the breadth of a horſe from man to 


man, (meaſiuting from boot-top to boot-top) ; it is 
the

dre Starice left when from cloſe files, the left files 
rein back to diſmount. | 
| Doudle-open Files, is the length of a horſe from 


man to man, ſo that a whole Tank can turn ſingly 


to the riglit or left; it is neceſſary in 52 manual ex- 
erciſe or "horſeback. 


DIRECTIONS for 


EXERCISING the REGIMENT, Sc. 


HEN the ſquadron is formed, the ſmalleſt 
men and horſes are in the center ; the files 


are complcated and covered, the rear rank at cloſe | 


order. The commanding officer of the — 
tells it off by half-ranks, by quarter-ranks, by ſub- 
divifions, and by right and left-hand files. The 
whole dreſs to the right, and take the diſtance of 


ranks and files to the right. 


The ſtandard ſhould be in the rank when the 
{quadron 1s told off, and be told a right file ; it may 
atterwards move to the front. 

If the number of files in ſquadrons do not divide 
by three exactly, the center diviſion or diviſions 
ſhould be a file ſtronger than the flanks. 

The flank men of diviſions or ranks are always 
the ſame. 

The ſerjeants are on the flanks of the ranks, and 
are told off as files, and as flank men of half ranks 
and quarter ranks, but are not told off in the ſub- 


diviſions, as they do not wheel about with them, 


only turn on their own ground. 
Officers at ali times to be poſted as mch as pol- 


ſible with their own troops. 


When the regiment is tormed in parade, the 
officers 
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( 59.) 
oMcers are in a line a horſe's length advanced in 
front, equally divided on the right and left of the 
ſtandard, which 1s the center and in the line of the 
ofhcers. Ihe commanding officer is advanced a 
horſe's length before the ſtandard. The trumpets 
are on the right of the front rank of the right and 
center ſquadrons, and on the left of the left ſqua- 
dron, diſtant a horſe's length froin the ſquadron; 
the farriers arc on their flanks. 

The quarter - maſters. are in the rear of their 
reſpective troops, one horſe's length diſtant. 

When the ſquadron is formed for evolutions, 
movements, or attacks of any kind, the command- 
ing officer only remains in the front of the ſquadron; 
the ſtandard falls into the center of the front rank, 
and is covered by a ferjeant or corporal ; the officers 
take their poſt, one on the flanks of each rank; it 
there be a ſupernumary officer, he leads the ſqua- 


dron when going to the rear, (or may be ordered to 


cover the ſtandard) otherwiſe the quarter-maſter 
leads the ſquadron to the rear. The farriers and 
trumpets are alſo in the rear of the center of the 
ſquadron. . 

The diſtance between each ſquadron ſhould be 
equal to the ground one 1quadron takes up. 


Mevements of Ranks —When the ſquadron is 
marching by half ranks, quarter ranks, ſub-dtv!- 
ſions, or fours, in front, the whole dreſs to tlie 
right; the right-hand man of the front is regulated 
by the leading officer; the right-hand man of the 
rear ranks, covers, and preſerves the diſtance from 
tie front. | 

In all whcelings by ranks, half ranks, quarter 
ratrks, or tours, the ſtanding flank men turn on Fheir 
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horſes fore feet, the reſt during the wheel dreſs to 
the hand th ey whitel to, and move ſo as not to break 
the rank, or oblige the outward man to exceed the 
Pace orders for tlie wheel. Whether a walk, trot, 
or gallop, the whole ought to finiſh at the ſame 


zuſtant, dreſs properly, and move on at the word 
fort witrd. 


Sub-divifions always wheel on the center. Ranks 
incline in the ſame manner as is directed for ſqua- 
4 


Marching in Front. — The commanding officer 
gwes the word Squadron forward as a caution, and at 
the word Forward each man turns his head to the 
center, and- at the word March puts his horſe in 
motion and dreſſes with the greate{ exactneſs to the 
itandard or thoſe that cover it. 

When the ſquadron marches in front, the com- 
manding officer is anſwerable for the line being pre- 
ſetved, for the interval being kept, from which ever 
hand he is to take it, and for the pace at which he 
conducts the ſquadron, the ſtanaard is to keep a 
horſe's length from the commanding officer, to fol- 


O 
iow him exactly and ſcrupulouſly, and to flacken or 


quicken his pace according to the words of com- 


mand, or the directions he receives from him. This 
muſt be done gradually, and without hurrying or 
ipringing ferward, which always occaſions a ſhake 
in the ſquadron. 
The attention of the reſt of the ſquadron is inva- 
riably fixed on the center; that of the front rank on, 
the ſtandard, and that of the rear rank on the man 
covering it, 0 gives the di ſtance of ranks as or- 
dered. The diſtanee of files is taken and preſerved 
from the center ; this 1s more immediately the bufi- 
aefs. of the front rank, The rear rank at the ſame 
H 2 time 
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time they dreſs to the center man, attend to the 
diſtance of files, and to the covering of their file 
leaders, but this without an eye being turned from 
the center on any account whatever. 

Each horſe muſt be placed perfectly ſquare to the 
front, otherwiſe the ſquadron can never move juſtly, 
the ranks be dreſſed, or the proper diſtance of files 
preſerved. „„ 

If the officers are in front of the ſquadron when 
in motion, the ſtandard obſerves his diſtance from 
the commanding officer, the line of officers dreſs 
by the ſtandards, and the flanks of the ranks of 
ſquadron dreſs to the center file, which takes care to 
cover the ſtandard. | 


view to the officer commanding the ſquadron, and 
to the officer or quarter-maſter in the rear of the 
ſquadron, which is to give the direction to the 
line; the officer commanding the ſquadron will en- 
deavour to find ſome intermediate object, and thus 
keep conſtantly directed upon them the /anaard or 
center man and his file coverer ; if he perceives either 
of them deviating to right or left, he will ſpeak to 
him in a low voice to incline till he has regained his 
former line. The quarter-maſters in all the other 
ſquadrons are to kcep a horſe's length in the rear of 
the flank next the ſquadron of direction; it the 
{quadron ſhould have enlarged or diminiſhed its in— 
terval, he will advance a little, and make a ſignal 
with his ſword towards that flank by which the in- 
terval is to be regained. 
When a ſquadron meets with any obſtacles to pre- 
vent its marching in front, the officer commanding 
it will either double off to right or left fuch number 
of files as may be neceſſary to avoid the obſtacles, 
or will advance by files from one or both flanks, al- 
ways taking care to form his ſquadron again as ſoon 
as 


The exerciſing officer will give a diſtinct point of 
8 8 | 
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as the ground will admit of it. As it ſometimes 
happens that the ſquadron which directs the line may 


be obliged to incline to right or left, the points of 


view muſt neceſſarily be abandoned, but when it re- 
ſumes the march to the front, new points of view 
are to be fixed upon in a direction perpendicular to 


the line. a 
In order that the ſquadron or regiment may hear 


and execute inſtantly the orders of the exerciſing 


officer, all explanations and cautions are to be given 
in a low voice, and above all things the ſtricteſt 
filence muſt be obſerved among the men. 

As it is neceſſary that the four files in the center 
of each ſquadron or troop ſhould be perfectly dreſſed, 
the beſt trained men and ſteadieſt horſes muſt be 
choſen wiihout regard to ſize. 

When the ſquadron is in movement, and receives 
the word ha/t, the whole halt and dreſs to the right 
and take diſtance of ranks, and files from the right. 

On all occaſions the halt is made by the right, ex- 
cept after a gallop or charge of the ſquadron, then 
it 1s made by the center. | 


Filings. In filing to the front, flanks, or rear, 
whether the ſquadron or any part of it, at the word 
file every horie 1s to be inclined to the hand he 1s to 
file to, and kept in motion; the leaders go off ſhort 


and quick, are followed by every other man as it 


comes to his turn, ſo as to leave no interval from 


one to another, and inſtantly to get off the ground. 
Nothing ſhews more the readineſs of horſes and 
riders, and the difference cf regiments, than this 
evolution. After being once in file, a ſmall diſtance 
may be gradually taken from man to man, ſo as to 
tot or gallop. the eaſier if required. 
Every 
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Every alteration of pace ought to be made as much 
28 poſfible by the whole file at once, otherwite croud- 
ing or opening out muſt be the conſequence. 

If the front leaders file off at a gallop, they ought 
to take up gradually to the flow gallop, a trot, and 
then a long walk, and not all at once. A quick 
tranſition from one extreme to another will always be 
attended with a cronding, or a ftop in the rear. 

When the ſquadron files, the leaders of the rear 
rank move up to the leaders of the front rank. 

The file leaders take the diſtance of their files from 
which ever hand they are to dreſs to, and the fol- 
lowers of cach file are only attentive to cover, and 
be regulated by their proper file leaders. 

When from file the ſquadron is to be formed, the 
front rank Jeader moves out, and 1s immediately 
covered by the rear rank leader, till the ſquadron 
receives other directions. 

In forming to the front from file, cach man muſt 
come up in file to his place, and by No Means move 
up to his leader till he has formed to whichever hand 
the file is forming to. 

In forming from file by doubling round the 
leaders, each man muſt follow the xd: tract of the 
firſt leader, who muſt move very {low when come to 
his proper front, otherwife the rear of the file can 
never move up. 

In filing off, the quicker the leader moves the 
ſooner is the whole in file; in forming up, the 
flower the leaders move the ſooner is the whole 
formed. 


TV heeling, When the ſquadron is to wheel, 
the front. rank remains dreſſed to the centcr, 


the commanding; officer fixes his eye and makes 
1118 
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his circle on the flank man, the ſtandard fol- 
lows him exactly, and the whole ſquadron wheels 
with the ſame uniform front, at ſuch pace as is re- 
quiſite to keep every where dreſſed with the ſtandard. 
The rear rank looks to the wheeling hand, and in- 
elines at the lame time they wheel to as to co- 
ver their front leaders. The ſtanding flank may 
eln back three or four files to aſſiſt the wheel, it 
cloſes towards the center, or opens from it, in caſe 
the commanding officer does not take his ground 
exactly; at any rate the ſtandard 1s always the 
guide for the place, and from which the. diitance 
of files is to be preſerved. The ftanding flank 
mutt move briſkly at the word fort vard from 
the commanding officer of the ſquadron, which 
- muſt be well timed, and given the inflant before the 
other flank has compleated its wheel, otherwiſe an 
over-wheel or reining back will be the conſequence. 

The center muſt take care never to oblige the 
 wheeling man to exceed a moderate gallop, other- 
wiſe the rear rank, which has moſt ground to go 
over, cannot keep up, the ſquadron will wheel looſe, 
and in diforder, and be longer in dreſhug than if 
they had come about at a flower pace, cloſe and con- 
nected. The files thould by no means increaſe their 
diitance in wheeling, as it occaſions a larger circle to 
be made than necetlary , and of courſe protracts the 
time of the wheel. In all wheelings of diviſions 
or ſquadrons, the commanding officer muſt order 
the rear rank to take cloſe order before he wheels; 
after the wheel the rcar rank may take order, or 
open order as proper. 

All wheelings are made on the flanks, except thoſe 
of ranks by ſub-divifions, which are always upon 
the center of the ſub-diviſion, half advancing and 
half reining back. When there is an odd man, he 
turns on his hotie's fore feet. 

hen 
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When the ſquadron wheels to the flanks, or to 
the right or left about by ſub-diviſions to retire, the 
ſerjeants and officers on the flanks do not wheel, 
but only turn on their own ground. The ſtandard 
alſo, and whoever covers it, do not wheel, but turn. 
On all other occaſions the officers and ſerjeants 
wheel with their reſpective ranks, diviſions, or {qua- 


drons. When the ſquadron takes ground to the 
flanks by quarter-ranks or ſub-diviſions, the whole 


dreſs to the proper front, viz. Io the left when 
taking ground to the right, and to the right when 
taking ground to the left. 


Inclining.— Is taking ground to the flanks as well 


as to the front, and is done by each man ſingly taking 


that direction, without wheeling or altering the front 
of the ſquadron. At the word ixcline each man car- 
ries his bridle hand to the hand ordered, and cloſe 


his right leg to bring in the croup of his horſe, 


making a half face with his horſe, by which means 
each will be halt a head behind his flank leader, and 
the whole will look that way while inclining. Ihe 
leading officer or non-commiſſioned officer on tlie 2 
flank of the ſquadron becomes an{werable for ti: 


pace and the direction, he will therefore fix his ens 


upon two diſtant points in the line in which the 


ſquadron is to move, and march ſteadily upon them, 
every other man in the ſquadron moving in io ma 
parall el lines with reſpect to him, and preſervin: 
from him the ſame uniformity of front and diſtaude 
of files as when they firſt turned their horſes heads. 
As this is intended tor a briſk movement of the 
{quadron, either at a trot or gallop, no horſe is to 
croſs his legs or paſſage in inclining, but cach is to 
move in a ftraight line. 
Great 
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Great care to be taken that the whole move at 


the ſame pace, and quicken or flacken together 


as ordered, if the following flank is too forward, 
the center will be crouded; if it is too backward 
the ſquadron will be too much in file. 

The ſquadron may incline in proper order, while 
it gains as much (or more) ground to the front, as 
to the flanks ; but if more ground is to be gained to 
the flank than to the front, the ſquadron mutt either 


» 


wheel up and then 'incline, or fall more or leſs in 


file, accoding to the degree of obliquity required. 
At no time of the incline ought the former tront 
of the ſquadron, or diſtance of files to be loſt, but 
when it is compleated, and the word front is given 
(by each man at the ſame inſtant turning his horſe) 
the ſquadron ſhould be formed in a direction per- 
fectly parrallel to it's former front, the whole ſqua- 
dron will then dreſs, and move only by the ſtand- 
dard. | 
In the incline, the rear ranks move in the ſame 
manner, and is of courſe regulated by the front 
rank, which it takes care to cover. 


Cbarging.— When the ſquadron is to charge, 
{words are drawn, the ſtandard is in the ranks, of- 
ficers are on the flanks, and the ranks are in cloſe 
order. 'The commanding officer gives the word, 


Forwards, march, trot, ta the center cloſe your files, 


gallop, charge, halt. 
It depends upon the commanding officer to lead 


at ſuch a pace as that the flanks and rear rank may 


always keep up; every alteration muſt be made at 
the ſame inſtant, by the whole ſquadron, 


- When 
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When the files cloſe to the center, they muſt 
barely touch, and not croud ſo as to interfere with 
the movement of the hortes. 

At the word charge, the pace is increaſed as much 
as the {quadron can bear in good order. 

At the word halt, every man raifes his bridle 
hand, drops his legs to his hoi ſes ſides, inclines his 


body well back, and ſtops his horſe on his haunches. 


The halt after a charge or gallop is always made to 
the ſtandard, the ſquadron inſtantly dreſſes to it, 


and will then get the word dreſs to the right or to 


retire, &c. 

In every part of the charge, and in quick move- 
ments, the itandard ſhould be very exact in follow- 
ing the commanding officer, and the men to be par- 
ticularly attentive in keeping up to, and dreſſing to 


their ſtandards. They muſt carry their ſwords. 


Ready and upright, have their horſes in hand, and 
perfectly ſquare to the front, their heads always 
well up, which will keep them under command, 
They muſt remain firm in their ſaddles ; an unſteady 
man will always make a horſe fo, one ſuch will pre- 
vent the movement and effect of a whole ſquadron, 
* Riſing in the ftirrup, and pointing the ſword for- 
Ward at the charge, will always occaſion a ſhake in 
the ſquadron, (it will naturally be done when ne- 
ceſſary) it is in the uniform velocity of the ſqua- 
dron that its effect conſiſts; the ſpur, more than the 
word, tends to overlet an oppoſite enemy; eee 
rhe one has neai ly accompliſhed this end, the ot! 
may then compleat 1t. 
A ſquadron ſhould never be ſo much hurried, as 
to bring up the horſes hlown to the charge ; this will 
always depend on circumſtances, and the order the 


Boerſes are in, If the ſtrength of the animal is ex- 
hauſted. 
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hauſted, the effort of the ſquadron will be feeble; if 


in full vigour, the ſhock of a ſteady and determined 
ſquadron is irreſiſtable. The quickeſt part of a charge 
need not exceed the laſt hundred yards. Squadrons 
ſhould be brought up in the charge, to within feven 
or eight yards of the perſon reviewing them, as a 
halt made at a greater diſtance, does not produce 


near the appearance. | | 


If the ſquadron is to charge to the front and then 
to the flank, the movement not to be rapid, and 


the center muſt be carefully conducted, fo as not to 


overwheel the flankers after the front charges. 

If after the charge to the front, the words Halt. 
Forward, wheel, Charge to the Flanks, are given pro- 
perly, more order will be preſerved than when the 
wheel is made on the charge, nor will the difference 
of time be at all ſenſible. | 

When after the charge, the ſquadron or a part of 
it, diſperſes to the front to purſue, they ſhould open 
out, and cover the front of the intervals. When 
they return, and form, each man ſhould obſerve his 


point, come round by his proper flank, and by the 


rear of his reſpective rank, and on no account croſs 
near the front of the ſquadron, | 


Method of fetching and lodging the Standards. —— 
When the regiment is formed, the major orders a 
trumpet from each ſquadron to the center of the 
right ſquadron, The eldeſt cornet to march for the 
ſtandards with a quarter-maſter, and four files from 
the center of that ſquadron. The cornet at the head 
of his detatchment, the trumpets in his front, but 
not ſounding, and the quarter-maſter in the rear. 
When the cornet comes to the place where the 
ſtandards are lodged, he forms his detachment into 

i 2 | a rank 
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a rank intire facing the place, the men draw ſwords, 

except thoſe who arc to carry the ſtandards. On 
receiving the ſtandards, the trumpets ſound a flou- 
Tiſh ; returning to the regiment, the trumpets ſound 
a march. The party marches in the rear of the re- 
giment to the interval left by their marching out, 


then wheel into their former places. W hen the 


ſtandards come near the regiment, the major orders 
the whole to draw ſwords, and the trumpets re- 
maining with the ſquadrons found a march ; this 
compliment always to be paid the ſtandards in bring- 
ing them to, or carrying them from the regiment. 


When the flandards are come, the eldeſt cornet of 


the left ſquadron marches with three men from the 
center of the front rank along the front, halts op- 
poſite to the ſtandards, and orders a man to return 
his ſword, and take the ſtandard. The cornet then 
marches back with the ſtandard and both the trum- 
pets of his ſquadron, the trumpets ſounding a march. 
When he has got to the center of the interval be- 
tween the ſquadrons, he wheels to the rear,. and af- 
terwards to the left, into the ſpace between the fron: 
and rear ranks; marches between the ranks, and 


wheels into the interval they had left. The trum-

YA Bugle-Horn ſounds for the ſkirmiſhers to join their 
diviſions, the center moves briſkly up, and the whole 
charge in.line. Halt. Bugle-horn ſounds the retreat; 
center diviſions retire and the rear-ranks of the 
Bank diviſions ſkirmiſh in front immediately, and 
E remain in front till the bxg/c-horn founds to join. 
| The center divifiens and front ranks of the flanks 
retire alternately by fgnals. Form line. 

A line of twelve Iqu uadrons, intending to deceive 


an enemy with reſpect to its force, as well as the part 
| | to 
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to be attacked, under the cover of ſkirmiſhers, forms 


a ſolid colum to the rear of the eighth, and an open 
column to the rear of the ninth ſquadron. The 
two columns advance; that of the right takes an 
oblique poſition upon the enemy's flank, deploys 
and charges, whilſt the open column halts, and 
forms the line upon its rear ſquadron. 


N. B. Skirmiſhers generally to begin firing from 


the center; non-commiſhioned officers on each flank 
and center, always in the rear when they command. 
Skirmiſhers being told off in file, right-hand man 


of front rank in center begins; as ſoon as he fires, 
his file coverer, then on his right, makes ready, and 
waits till he is loaded; the left-hand man of the 
center then fires, and ſo alternately. 

Single ſkirmiſhers can take the ſureſt aim with 
their carbines to the left. They will allo occaſion- 
ally fire to the front and to the right, but mult take 
the greateſt care not to hit or burn the horſes heads, 
nor ſpur them at the time. 

No ſkirmiſhers ever to fire but when advanced to 
the front, and never when behind other men. 

Whenever the ſquadren retires, fkirmiſhers ſhould 
be ordered out to cover the retreat, and ſhould join 
at the firſt ſignal. | 

When any part of a ſquadron 1s detached to at- 
tack or fire, the remainder ſupports, with ſwords 
drawn. 

Skirmiſhers ſhould always retire as the ſquadron 
does, cover the front of it at an hundred yards diſ- 
tance at leaſt, and manage ſo as to keep up a con- 
{tant fire, nor ſhould they ever remain in cluſters to 
become a mark. 
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
